It Is foolish to require candidates 
tor election to the Council to sign a 
statement renouncing their allegiance 
to e political party. At heart there 
Is the same feeling of party loyalty. 
Furthermore, the respective political 
machines may be defended upon the 
selection of the strongest person tor 
ths office, and relieve the individual 
chosen of “boosting" himself. It la 
to the credit of those candidates who 
did not allow personal gain to enter 
Into their candidacy In this election. 
Under the new system of nomination 
an Individual having selfish gain at 
e motive can “eoft. soap” himself Into 
an office representing live hundred 
studente, Irrespective of his possible 
qualification for representing that 
group's best Interests. A political 
machine, on the contrary; eelects the 
man tor the Job, if only for the bene- 
fit of the party. 

From another angle, I think the 
council should work In conjunction 
with the University administration, 
but K should never lose eight of the 
fact that It represents the students’ 
views, and bow tq the will of the stu- 
dent majority on ill questions pertain- 
ing to student welfare. 

If the Council of 1(81-83 can devise 
e means whereby the Individual stu- 
dents can voles their opinions by vote 
on Important student questions, rather 
than electing an Individual to voice 
hig awn belief, or that of some other 
Individual, that body will have accom- 
plished a true Student Council.

The Lisner Hall railing has at 
last collapsed. For years students 
have stood about with bated breath 
awaiting the momentous occur- 
rence, only to be disappointed by 
the lack ot casualties. 

Last Thursday as the noon bell 
stampeded the thundering herd a 
loud crash was heard and surprised 
students turned to discover that 
the old iron rail bad lost its grip. 

Many theories have been ad- 
vanced as to the reason of the col- 
lapse, but thnte is little data which 
can be substantiated. A physics 
student tried to explain the phe- 
nomenon by stating that the vibra- 
tions caused by the noon bell set 
up a sympathetic vibration in the 
railing, thus causing the calamity. 
Others have It that somebody 
parked his gum on the outer side 
of the rail. Still others state that 
the crash was perpetrated with 
malice and forethought. 

HoweYer, the passing of' the, old 
rail is motyrtygd by many, and it 
is hoped that the new rail. will last 
longer than a hundred years'
